ene can imagine John J. pulling 
out this letter after dinner, and 
saying casually; "Did I ever 
show you the Ietter ILE. wrote 
me?" 


But John was in no mood to 
express such sentiments 1 hint 


at. No doubt he liked the 
letter, but he didn't like the 
inkpot. As an inkpot, it was 
doubtless a fine bit of werk, as 
inkpots went in those days. No 
qoubt it had one of those cagles 
reratching: — itself under the 


wings, the whole thing finished , 


off in silver gilt, It probably 
held about a gallon of ink and 
welghed a ton. But as T om the 
first to acknowledge, aivery poor 
substitute for a Knighthood. . 


Mr John J. Francis, Q.C.

A Government radio surveyor this morning testified before | 


the Marine Board of Inquiry

appearance of the schooner Ian Crouch that atmos-

in the* area-between Hongkong 


and British North Borneo had always been very serious. 


The witness was Mr Chan j 
Kwesschuen, a Post Offlze 
radio surveyor ‘working in con- 
junction =with the = Marine 
Department, 

The Isn Crouch, a 500-ton 
vessel built lecally by the 
Cheoy Lee Shipyard for Jun 
Crouch Ltd, of Adelaide, left 
for Australia on’ her maiden 
voyage on September 26 last 
year, 

\ Except for a radio message 
the following day, there has 
been no word from her since. 

Mr Chan gave evidence that 
on September 18, 1958, he went 
on beard the Jan Crouch {to in- 
spect the radio equipment. 


First Time 

He tesied the radio-telephone 
sytiom he found on becrd. It 
was of a type not approved by 
the British Government, and it 
was the first Ume he had come 
across that type of ret. 

Mr Chan sald the transmitter 
hod four frequencies — 2182, 
2638, 2760 and 6280 kilocycles: 
per’ second. The frequency 
range of the receiver covered 
from 540 kilocycles per second 
to about 1,600, which was the 
standard broadcast band. 

He checked the receiver and 


found it to be In a satisfactory 
condition. He also tested the 
transmitter on all four fre- 
qvencies with the local radfo- 
telephone station. : 
The power suzply wis cheeke 
ed. It was drawn from storage 
batteries. The charging circult 
was found not to be working, 
but on a subsequent visit he 
found It to be in worklng 
erder. : 


The Range 


Mr Chan sald that ca the 2182 
kilocyele frequency, the range 
was dificult to. estimnte because 
everything depended on the 
time of day, the scason, and the 
conditions of reception. 

“For that type of radio equip- 
ment and for that time of ycar 
— September ~~ I would say 
tho range was cbeut 160 milcs,” 
eald wilness. i 

“Atmospheric interference 
would grow worse and worse 
if the, ship went nearer the 
equator. This would reduce the 
range even further.” : 

‘¢ Chan sald that he suggest- 
to tho ship’s operator that the 
equipment wag of n limited fre~ 
quency range ond gower and 
‘old him that there were only 
fow stations keeping walch 
the 2182 kilocycla band. —- 

He suggested that a portable 

lifetioat radio caulpment would

be very useful. T suggestion 
was eccopted and complied wilh. 


Mr Chan sald that on Scptem- 
ber 20 Mr Collings, (Assistant 
Director of Marine), told him 
‘that the owners ef the lan 
Crouch had ‘bought a scu from 
the Ma. con Internaticnal 
Carmunications Co. 

He tested the set ond found 
it to be In sutisfectory worldng 
order, This was n combincd 
transmilting and receiving set, 
and of a type approved by the 
British Government. . 

The transmitter had two 
frequencics—500 and 8304 
Kilocycles per second. Both 
were on tho International dis- 
tress calling frequencies. 

Mr Chan stated that he 
asked the radio operator 
whether he could use Morse 
code, The operator — replicd 
that he could transmit Morse 
ut a slow speed. 


Communicate 


Witness said he could not 
determine the range of this set. 

He said there were stations 
between Hongkong and 
Adelaide with which the ship 
could ‘communicate on the 
2182 kilocycles. per .second 
frequency. 

These statlons were Hong- 
kong, Manila, Bacolod, Brisbane 
ond others on the Australlan 
coust. 

‘Mr Chon sald the portable 
lifcboat radio was .so designed 
that an unskilled person couid 
operate it, and by an automatic 
keying device he could. send 
auto-distress signals. 

Questioned by Mr H. Caine 
of Johnson, Stokes ond Master,’ 
representing the Jan Crouch’s 
owners, Mr Chan ei? he had 
heard about another vessel built 
by the Chcoy Lee Shipyard, by 
the name of Wongola. * 

This ship had also the samc 
type of radio cquipment on
